missioners, us they believe that tho se- 
lection tins been audited by some power 
which seeks to retain them In ofllca, a 
power which they regret to eay seems 
abundantly able to thwart the desires of 
the people whenever it is to its interest 
to do so. 
In conclusion Bonatora Burke and 


Sewell enter their protestations against 
the expenditures on the part of the 
state to retain the commissioners in the 
internal ol this power. "Wo cannot be- 
lieve," say the senators in conclusion, 
"thai Llitire is any uueitjr way for the 
peoplo to select three fit meii for tbe 
commission than 120 fit men for the leg- 
islature; as tliut is a reflection wo are 
not prepared to admit, wo ;thereforo 
recommend tho repeal of sections 22 and 
23 of article 12 of the constitution, nn-1 
that regulation of freights and faros ho 
relegated to the legislature."

WASHINGTON, February 27. — After the 


agricultural bill was placed ou the calen- 
dar in tbe senate, the pension appropri- 
ation bill was taken up. Gorman called

through the senate with very few sena- 
tors giving any attention to it. This was 
the commissioner's estimate of what 
would ho needed, but the fact was that 
the commissioner did not know how 
many pensioners would be added to tho 
rolls of this year, and it was beyond 
question that tliero would be nt the end 
ot the fiscal year, on Juuu 30lU next, u 
deficiency of from $ 5,000,000 to $20,000,- 
00 . Alter some discussion the pension 
bill was pasnod without amendment. 


Gorman said he could not fall to take 


notice of tho fact that Ihero had been an 
overwhelming voto in tho house Against 
any change of the pension laws. Tble 
taut WAS as stated last weok by the sena- 
tor from Illinois (Palmer) that there had 
been a rivaUy between the two grout 
political portiea to see how far they 
could go in the matter oE pension legis- 
lation. All that he (Gorman) dotirod to 
do was to call the attention of the eenato 
and Ehe people to tbe foct that with the 
preeeut condition of the pension laws 
congress would be powerlots at the next 
sesaion (as it waa at this) to reduce the 
pension appropriations to any extent 
until the question WBS taken up by the 
pensions corn mi* tee, and until legislation 
had for a reduction of pensions. 


Falme/opoko of tho iuhj»Kt,of tho 


pension aa one interesting tho country 
very much. The amount of pensions ap- 
propriations waa un existing mirprieo. 
There was a growing anxiety that pen- 
s ons should ue paid only to tbo deeerv- 
ine, aud bo thought all old soldiers 
(pensioners BB well as non-pensioners) 
would favor any proposition that tended 
to eliminate from the roll those who did 
not deserve pensions. 
He trusted that 


tbe new -d ministration wouldliuda roun 
for penfc.on commiesioner who compre- 
hended the gravity of tho subject and 
have the courage to do right. 


After further diecnesion the bill passed 


without amendment. 


The conference report on the military 


academy bill waa agreed to and after n 
conference waa ordered on the sundry 
civil approprlatioa bill ihe public busi- 
ness was suspended in order that fit tine 
tributes might be paid to the memory of 


Sherman's Bond Proposition. 


WASHINGTON, February 27.— The In- 


diau appropriation bill passed the house 
under a suspetmon of tbe rules. Hoi man 
mov-d a euspeneion of the rules and non- 
concurrence in all the senate amend- 
ments to tho sundry civil appropriation 
bill. This gave rino to a brief discussion 
of Sherman's bond amendment. Then 
tho boueo agreed to non-concur in the 
senate amendment, and the bill waa sent 
to conference. The arrangement is to 
use this non-concnrrence to force tho 
senate to recede from its action on the 
Sherman bond amendment. It is be- 
lieved that tho amendment is not as 
strong as it was in tho senate, and that 
tbe bold front on the part of tho house 
will cause the senate to recede on that 
point, in order to get other amendments 
Hirongh. Wise moved to suspend the 
III'.PB and concur in the senate amend- 
ment to the car coupler bill. The oppo- 
nents showed a disposition to filibuster.

«BED BY A WALL 


Horrible Fate of Two Chicago 


Families 


WHILE ASLEEP AT THEIR HOMES 


Daring a Furious Gale Ten Persons 


Are Killed by the Falling of 


a Wall. 


CHICAGO, February 28, 2.10 a.m.— 


The wall of n building on South Hal- 
sted street, which recently burned, was 
blown over shortly after 1 o'clock this 
morning, falling on a building ia which 
two families were sleeping. 


At this hour it ia known that ten pec- 


pie were killed. 


The building which collapsed was 


owned by John York, a large dealer in 
dry goods, and waa destroyed by fire a 
few weeks ago, and was five stories high. 


York began to rebuild after the fire and 


as not all of the walls wero down he built 
a new wall on top of what remained of 
the old one, and it is supposed that the 
green wall was not sufficiently braced. 


The weather during tbe early part of 


the evening' was calm 
with a 1'ght 


rainfall. 
About 11 o'clock tho rain 


ceased and the wind began to come up. 


By midnight or shortly after, it had in- 


creased to a gale. 


At 1.45 this (TueEday) morning the 


wall of York's store was blown down by 
the furious gale, 


[t fell upon tbebouee adjoining, which 


was occupied by the families of John 
Smith, a ealoon keeper, and James 
Kunze, a jeweler. 


Ten people were killed by the falling 


wall. They are :

Dolly Smith, his daughter, aged 13 


years. 
Bob 6mi!.b, a eon, rged 10, 
Hattle Smith, a daughter of 4 years, 
Pauline, a domestic in tho Smith 


family, 
James Kunze, 
Mr. James Kunze, a Bon of Kunze, 


21 years of age, 


Carrie Binlth, 
Joe Williams, a bartender. 
The policeman on tbo beat noticed the 


wall of tbe building shaking in the high 
wind, and going to the patrol informed 
his station and was told to watch it 
cloaoly and if there Jappearod to be any 
danger of Us falling to warn the occu- 
pants of tbo neighboring buildings to 
move out at once. Ho turned his back 
but wes still some distance from tbe 
hullding, when with a crash tbo wall 
came down. 


An awful shriek arose from the build- 


ing occupied by the unfortunate victims, 
nnd nil was over. 


The rnins of the demolished building 


caught fire from a stove, but tbo flro de- 
partment IVBB quickly on the scene and 
subdued the flames with little difficulty. 


The police and the firemen then began 


to d'gin tho dcbrlp. 


Alter some time Fred Kunze was Rot- 


ten out badly Injured, but it is thought 
he will recover. 


Ho was dazed, and ol course knew 


nothing about the inmates of tho house. 


The flparch was coutlnnod, a largo ad- 


ditional force of llromim being sum- 
moned, but up to 3,113 a.m. no moru 
have boon taken out. 
It ia thought now hardly probable 


that any of the unfortunates still impris- 
oned in the rutns will be rescued alive. 


At 3.30 Mra. timlth waa taken out.
